The Secret Service may be unwilling to provide the information if they have it and 
I have no way of knowing whether the Chestertown police have any knowledge. 

It is not impossible that the Baltimore Counly police, with whom I used to work 
years ago, may have some information but I'm sure those I worked with are no longer there. 
(Our last contact was when they asked me to turn an informer I had who was a.^inuteman 
network director over to them so they could work their way in. They didn't and it coot 
me my informer. Who had been a good source. They have copies of wh^t I got from him.
